In this 
way the folklore of climate that is 
more or less common knowledge on 
the prairies, in such matters as 
weather cycle,’ has been subjected 
to the impartial scrutiny of science 
in an attempt to uncover its under- 
lying principles. 

The basic principle of the findings 
is that the western weather cycle is

The Grand Prairie Herald passes 
on a criticism of Peace River hogs, 
which go to the Edmonton market 
after being fed on oats, It is said 
that they have lived too long when 
found at top weights, are coarse- 
framed, lack finish and are frequently 
solt and flabby, as well as carrying 
very spreadly bellies at times. 

This year, when there is a great 
deal of frozen wheat in the country, 
the opinion is that it might better be 
used to put a hard finish on hogs 
than sent to the elevators. It would 
probably be wiser to use a small 
proportion of No. f wheat for this 
purpose than to grow and finish hogs 
an oats alone, A _ little wheat, 
barley or hulless oats is good in the 
growing ration for young pigs. 


Flesh-Eating Dinosaur’s 
Remains Found in Alberta 


Discovery of an almost complete 
flesh-eating dinosaur in the ‘bad 
lands’? of Central Alberta along the 
Sanks of the Red Deer river, was} 
disclosed with the arrival of speci- 
mens of prehistoric monsters for the 
Royal Ontario Museum at Toronto 

The discoveries were made during 
the summer months by Professor 
L, Sternbergofthemuseum. Finding 
of the flesh-eating dinosaur’s bone- 
was declared by museum officials to 
be ofextraordinary importanee, The 
head is almost complete. 

In addition to the carnivorous 
dinosaur, Prof. Sternberg and_ his 
helpers have shipped the skull of a 
crested dinosaur, the skull of a| 
horned dinosaur and two othe 
specimens of trachodons.
